And. there wag ‘no use ex- 
plaining to the contrary, The’ iden 
of buying -food in any quantities 
without oficial permission » would 
have scemed to her almost impos- 
sible. ; 

‘ The Food Problem. 

The problem of food occupies a 
yood deal of the attention of Ameri, 
can specinlists—and foreigners gen-, 
erally—working in the Soviet Union. 
This iy especially true if they have 
their wives and ‘vbildren here. ° 

The Soviet ‘authorities are not 
unmindful of the hardships involved 
for foreigners accustomed to a 
higher stahdard of feeding when 
suddenly faced by the present Soviet 
conditions of shortage and inferior 
quality. 

The foreign colony in Moscow— 
meaning .most of the specialists, all 
the correspondents and the diploma- 
tic corss — are provided with the’ 
regular rations privileges for bread 
and a few other staples. In addition’ 
they have ‘been ' granted the special 
privilege of,ordering food in any 
quantities for their personal use in 
the largest co-operative shop. , This 
privilege applies only to 
which that‘shop possesses. It does 
not usunlly carry vegetables and 
some sorts of meat. 

All the later contracts made by 
American businessmen giving tech- 


nical aid here include clauses per-|, 


mitting their . personnel’ to import 
American food. The engineers thus 
protected have been thé, only ones 
until now enjoying such delicacies 
ag Boston baked’ beans, American 
bacon, Ketchup, Luckies, ete. which 
jn Russia seem to temporarily exiled 
American so God-sent, a3 manna in 
the desert. 
Privileged Souls. ‘ 
Now the category of these privi- 
leged souls will be greatly enlarged. 
Not only foreign specialists, ‘but 
even such humble: and retiring 
individuals as -foreign correspond- 
ents have, been granted the right to 
import various products at reduced 
customs rates. Even with the 
reduction the tax is pretty - ‘heavy; 
but the people involved:are brimful 
of gratitude. . 
“As an indication of the reduced 
tariff for these people we cite a fev: 
items: on every pair of shoes, 10 
rubles; clothes. 25 rubles per, kilo- 
gram; canned goods, 1 ruble per

A SERIOUS PROBLEM 


NERVOUS WORKERS IN 
“INDUSTRY. 


Discussing the problem .of nerv- 
lous people in industry at the an- 
nual congress of the Royal Sani- 
tary Institute ut Margate, sDr. 
Millais Culpin, Lecturer on Psy- 
choneurosis at ‘London University, 
said that some of the best work 
in the world had. been done by 
‘nervous people, but they could 
enly do that work if they were in 
jobs where their nervousness 


would not hinder them. 

“Strangely enough,” he went on, 
is often. bad + for nervous 
people to have security of émploy- 
ment.. They are frightened by 
the rigidity of a firm where work 
is absolutely secure,’ They feel 
that they cannot escape from it. 
The only way that they can think 
of very often.is to.have a nerv- 
ous break-down. ‘That fear of 
rigidity is one of the main causes 
of so-called nervous break-downs. 
Often where people develop phy- 
sical defects which have no phy- 
sical cause at all; they are the 
result of this same fear, They 
feel that they are in. the middle 
of a huge soulless concern, and 
no complaints they can make will 
ever reach the proper quarter or 
will ever result in any benefit to 
themselves; ' 

“This sort of thing is a very 
serious problem in industry and 
gs very seldom recognised ; fear of 
the ‘boss’ is not so great a pro- 
blem, 


There is not a great deal 
harsh’ administration, in| modern 
industry. The most ‘serious’ diffi- 
culties arise in firms where every- 
one is afraid of everyone ‘else,. 
where the employers are afraid of 
the union, and the men are afraid 
of the boss. Many of the dis- 
eases from which 


suffer are purely nervous. Meh 


are afraid; that .is the whole diffi- |’ 


culty. They are afraid of all the 
possible disasters which may hap- 
ren in a mine, 
known about, thede diseases. Two 
of the greatest needs in the min- 
ing Industry to-day are the inven- 
tion” of a more Afequate safety- 
lamp and the whitewashing of the 
interiors -of mines. to overcome 
that terrible haunting fear of the 
dark.” .

SURVIVALS. 


‘Whitsuntide 1 Hysteria in 
Old Serbia. 


“Bihie June 16. 

M. Kuzman Kekitch, nerve 
specialist in the General State Hos- 
‘pital in Belgrade, and M. Herneda, 
one of the foremost of young Ser- 
‘Bian journalists, have just publish- 
ed their report on a visit made at 
Whitsun to a village near Pozhare- 
vatz, where they wéré~present-at 
the Whitsuntide dances, at which 
the women of the.village fail into 
various forms cf, ecstasy and 
trance.’ The village is that of 
Duboka in the heart of a’ district 
mainly inhabited by a people 
known in Serbia as the Serbo-Wal- 
These are an Isolated 
‘branch of the Rumanian-speaking 
peoples. : 

“The facts _ of the Whitsuntide 
manifestations, although simple to 
explain, sre‘none the less remark- 
able. Thero are dancea, the ordin- 
ary chain dance which’ holds in 
various forms throughout the 
Balkan peninsula and at these 
dances the women, one-by one, fall 
into trances or forms of epilepsy. 
When this happens they are carri- 
ed off by special dancers, who have 
the title of kings snd queens, ‘and 
peculiar dances, with incantations 
sung, are used to bring them back 
to a normal state. Casea aro 
known, and were witnessed . this 
year,.of quite young. girls being 
taken with the Whitsunday mani- 
festations, and these young girls 
sre marked down as those who will 
carry on the tradition during the 
coming generatidn.-

- EXPLORER ‘AS COMPANION: 


How Professor J. S. Haldane, in 
order to test the effects of. car- 
bon-monoxide poisoning, shut -him- 
self up'in a steel chamber with a 
companion and inhaled the dead- 
ly fumes is described in the Bri- 
tish Medical Journal. 

When a saturation of 30 per 
cent, or 40 per cent. was rench- 
ed, he «states, certain mental 
symptoms: began to -appear, and 
became more and more prominent 
with : increasing volume. The 
pressure in the chamber corres- 
ponded to that found ‘at 25,000 
feet above ' sea-level, and he and 
his companion (a ‘Mount Everest 


_ explorer) werd unacclimatised, 


Of one hour of this experiment 
he’ had not the slightest memory 
afterwards, although, according 
to his companion, who, was less 
affected than himself, he was talk- 
ing all the time and answering 
questions., -Until the pressure 
was increased his companion 
thought that he (Professor 
Haldane) ‘was not suffering to 
any’ degree, but at length he 
noticed him take. up'a, mirror to 
look at the colour of his lips, and 
found that he was looking, with- 


out being aware of it, at the back 


of the mirror. The blanks of 
memory were often filled in with 


‘purely imaginary events, 


Memory .and Movement. 

Along with failure of’ memory 
went failure of co-ordination of 
movement. The gait became like 
that of a drunken man; the hand- 
writing became progressively irre- 
gular, Sensory perception of 
every kind seemed to be dull, and 
he tried to grasp at objects which 
were some distancé’ away under 
the jmpression that they were 
within his: reach. 

Professor Haldane told a ee 
er that the experiment took place 
on the premises of..marine en- 
gineers in London some two years 
ago. Since, then the “explorer who 
was his. companion was ‘killed 
while climbing in the Himalayas. 

“Y do not regard these things 
as very dangerous,” he 
“though, they are very alarming 
to people round about—they think 
something is going to happen. 
But . I always knew pretty well 
what I was doing, I have .often 
carried out what looked like very 
risky experiments. but there is no 


danger—if ‘you know what you, 


are doing, .I was very soon all 
right after this particular experi-|. 


ment, but I felt just a little funny 


for an hour or two—in fact I had 
not a very good temper.”

Deficit of $200, 000,000 at 
End of Fiseal Year.. 


REDUCED B BUSINESS." 


. Washington, Yesterday. 

A deficit of $200,000,000 is 
feared for the end of the fiscal 
year, June 80, 1981, due to in- 
creasing. expenditure, shrinking 
revenues, and | reduéed business 
activity. 

Expenditure from July 1 to 
August 16, excluding the National 
debt redemption, exceeded the 
corresponding period of 1929 by 
$29,000,000, taxes collected are 
$55,000,000 ‘less ‘and customs 
have dropped to $36,000,000.
